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... m KXTMVAGANZA IN TIME

Everyone la .familiar with; the : plot .•■in. which a ■■ relatively .Ordinary Twentieth 
Century man turn? up, through seme csmic accident or time machine, in an anterior 
age. He then proceeds to rewrite history, by anticipating, all the major political 
events and cashing in on them, whilst, finding -Dime to invent everything. Usually 
he ends up , marrying the: princess - or a reasonable facsimile thereof - and inherits 
half ; the kingdom. This plot-line has been worked up into several interesting, no — 
vels and sh«rt stories. But £<*nieh»w, they, are never quite convincing. Given the 
real, ordinary Twentieth Century man, just how successful would one be in coping- 
with another age? Frankly this 'reviewer .doubts his survivability. : Aside from not 
having the knowledge necessary to invent. very much, he would almost certainly n*t 
have the historical knowledge necessary to. enable him to cash in on events in ad- 
vance; -even seasoned historians are, hardrpressed to follow less— than-earth shaking 
events, the sort that occur and seem. overwhelmingly important «ri a daily basis. 
This reviewer knows of only one work which approaches what might 'be termed a realis- 
: tic. assessment «f the chances of an ordinary Twentieth Century man in another ages 
Pawn of Time by R^bin ; Carson (Henry Holt, New Y»rk; 1957). ' : : • 

Pawn of. Time is a. difficult novel to classify. It is not science fiction or' 
fantasy, though its premise is the transfer of a man from New Y«rk in 1955 to Ven- 
ice in 1521. The trouble with calling it a science fictional or fantasy piece is 
that, once in Venice, the hero - and he is one - Heitman Urban »f Beekman Place, - 
..-New York proceeds: to lead a perfectly ordinary Sixteenth Century life, involving ■: 
wars, plunder, rape, murder, abduction, the galleys, and even a t»uch of the In- 
quisition, All of, this is done againsc the background of Urban' s extraordinary ori- 
gins. , But even that does not overwhelm the bo»k. Carson has managed to write an 
interesting, fast-moving, convincing ■ and realistic work. Which happens to bely the 
labels. - 

Urban, a fairly ordinary middle class New Yorker, is ill-prepared for his voy- 
age in time. Aside fr/vn a splendid physique and some reading in Renaissance his- 
tory,, he has no particular advantages.- To be sure, the process by which he arrives 
in the past - a process which,. is not discussed but is 'paranormal' - also gives' him 
a full, purse and a set. of stylish threads. But that's it. Urban is going to have 
to fend f«r himself, based #n, his strength and his knowledge. But, of cour.se, he is 
an untrained fighter and has a faulty memory. He knows, for example, that Rome was 
sacked sometime during the 1520s. But he doesn't know when or by whom. And even 
when he himself takes part in the sack, in 1 527, many of the details escape him un- 
til they actually happen, although he has read them all in Cellini's Autobiograph y 
(which isn't a bad yarn either). Nevertheless, Urban manages to survive and pros- 
per through a reasonable series of coincidences whioh tie him in with an interest- 
ing group of people, none of whom are historical. 

On his appearance in Venice-he takes a grand tour, during which he rescues a 
Spanish nobleman, D. Manuel Ordonez, from a gang ff cutthroats. This puts him in 
contact with Ordonez' friend D. Pilon Vasquez, and their patron the wealthy , ^expat- 
riate Spanish marrano (i. e., ex- Jew) D. Isidoro de Bahamonte Mendoza y de Beltran. 

the process he promotes himself to the nobility as Senor Don Jaiman Urban de 
Biqwnan, and... invents an amusing, outrageous personal history to explain his ori- 
gins, briefly, his mom was shipwrecked in the Indies a year or two before Colum- 
bus and h<% ¥as born that very day. An accomplished; saintly woman, she educated 
him even u.nv-> Italian, and Latin, and the use of forks. As a result of a storm he 
is set adrift ^ a huge tree and meets a ship, tfr ) The Spaniards take him under 
their protection, teaching him swordplay, for which he shows a special talent, 
Then the fun begins. 

An evening's entertainment at a convent 'saddles' Urban with the Lady Bianca 
Borgia - that child of Luerezia alleged to have been also that of Cesare, With her 
and his Spanish friends he joins an abortive attempt to sack Rome in 1 522, barely 
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remembering that he's got his date's wrong in time to save their skins. But mightier 
forces than Urban are at -work. His abduction of Biana has brought him to the notice 
of Fray Segundc Ortiz., a politically well connected Dominican with strong paternal 
regoi-d for Bianca^ and fears that she might be used in a political game* .Segundo, 
by chance, is from Nineteenth Century Sweden! Inevitably the headstrong Urban and 
the wily priest clash, to Urban 1 s discomfort* There follow some time in the galleys, 
a snip-wreck, Urban 1 s rather passionate and deadly progress through Italy until he 
rejoins his Spanish buddies, and war upon war, as the first blows of the religious 
wars which would dominate Europe for a century and more , begin to be 4 traded. In be- 
tween, Urban goes to Spain as a favor to Don Isidore, .who wishes to arrange for a 
niece of his to be lot out of the country - getting a former Jew out of s pain in the 
15203 must have been like getting one out of Russia today. As things turn out Urban 
marrier her, and her considerable fortune. In this little ad^Bnture Fray Segundo 
play;? a major part. Typically, Urban prefers another girl, who's a lot. prettier 
but broke. Even a brush with the Inquisition doesn't quite, convince him until .Fray 
Segundc explains" that Urban had better or elsey .. Fortunately things work out. ".• 
By ■'■he end of the book" Urban \s a wealthy, retired soldier of Carlos V living in Ven- 
ice on Don Isidore- ' s inheritance, with a wife and a mistress plus a fj-ock «f kids by 
botii* And he's having problems adjusting to the ever-present threat of being hurled 
back suddenly to his 'own' timer. 'With the help of Fray Segundn he survives, but * 
hie oldest son is snapped into the" Twentieth Century thereby, presumably, restoring 
the cosmic balance. ' 

So what have we got? Basically it's a hell o£ an adventure yarn. Except 
thii,'".. nearly everyone t«n center stage is fictional the story is as real and as accu- 
rate as anything by Sabatini or Shellabarger done in the same period. Urban is Par- 
ticularly well-drawn and his occasional emotional crises - he has some truly inter- 
esting adjustment problems after all - are realistically handled. Of course the., 
whole concept is essentially science' fiction. But the label has often been used to 
thinly disguise trash and this is distinctly not trash. As a time travel story 
Paw n of Time is quite superior. Urban 1 s existence is controlled by bis times and 
these times aro Si - '':-eenth Century, not Twentieth. To be cure he has skills, abili- 
ties- and knowledge beyond those of ordinary Sixteenth Century men, but they are, not 
often useful.. To survive he must .be pome spiritually what he already is physically: 
a Sixteenth Century man. And. that he does quite well. , . 

It is unfortunate that ' Pawn of Time is 'net more widely known. It is clearly a 
supsri :>r work' in science "fiction and historical fiction. The work, really is an ex- 
tra vaganze in time- ' 
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
